ment for prizes, b ut all such were 
doom ed to disappointment. 
Court was called 
to 
order b y 
Sheriff Porter, after which the grand 
jury was called.

C. 
Kelly, of 
Blackwater, was excused and J. Ed 
Love, of Sedalia, was sub stituted. 
'Fhe jury was composed ef the fol­ 
lowing citizens:

Driskell 
has only taught school two years is 
absolutely and unqualifiedly false 
so false that it could hardly have 
been made by accident, 
unless by 
one who is himself densely ignorant 
of Pettis county people and Pettis 
county affairs, or extremely reckless 
in his statements. 
The facts are that Mr. Driskell 
has had Jourtecn years’ experience 
as a teacher in the public schools 
of Missouri; he has taught Zc//years 
in Pettis county; 
was 
for 
many 
years principal 
of 
the 
Smithton 
public school and gave such satis­ 
faction that he has since been of­ 
fered the position again. 
He was, 
several years ago, offered the school 
at Otterville, but chose to continue 
in 
the 
position he filled in this 
county. 
It is a fact that Mr. 
Driskell is 
not a graduate of any college. 
He 
is a self-made man who has had 
only the advantages of an academic 
course, but who has added 
long 
years of study and actual experience 
as a teacher. 
But the people of Pettis county 
have not reached that high degree 
of “ culchaw” that would cause them 
to ostracize a man merely because 
he docs not own a college diploma. 
The people out in this “ wild and 
uncouth west” have a practical, sen­ 
sible way of judging a man by what 
he is rather than by his opporimiities. 
They want in office the man who 
is most competent to discharge the 
duties, and they don’t care a rap 
whether he received his instruction 
in a country school or in a college. 
It is, with these plain people, many 
of whom never saw the inside of a 
college, merely a question of com­ 
petency. 
They have no fads. 
Up to the present, the self-made 
man has been rather a favorite, and 
these western people rely a great 
deal more upon what a man has 
done than they do upon his college 
training. 


Indeed, if all men who are so un­ 
fortunate as not to own a diploma 


are to be debarred from office, we 
will lose many of our ablest profes­ 
sional and business men, and thous­ 
ands of aspiring, ambitious young 
men will find the gates of public 
preferment closed against them, and 
they will have burned the midnight 
oil in their own rooms to no pur­ 
pose. 
That doctrine might do in some 
sections, but it is repugnant to Mis­ 
sourians.
